Over two-thirds (67.5 per cent) of the 12,623,200 persons 
aged 15 and over were in the labour force at some time 
during the year ending February 1988, with half of all 
persons (49.9 per cent) being in the labour force for the 
whole year. Males maintained higher proportions both in 
the labour force at some time (79.3 per cent) and in the 
labour force for the whole year (64.9 per cent) than 
females (56.2 per cent and 35.4 per cent respectively). 


An estimated 8,027,000 persons (63.6 per cent) worked at 
some time during the year. Of those persons who had 
worked during the year, about two-thirds worked for the 
whole year. Of the 4,693,200 males who had worked 
during the year, 4,188,300 (89.2 per cent) had done so 
solely on a full-time basis and 291,600 (6.2 per cent) had 
worked solely part-time. Of the 3,333,800 females who 
had worked at some time during the year the correspond- 
ing estimates were 1,914,100 (57.4 per cent) solely full- 
time and 1,160,100 (34.8 per cent) solely part-time. 


An estimated 1,555,800 persons (12.3 per cent) had 
looked for work during the year — the majority (81.2 per 
cent) had done so in one spell with an average duration of 
18.6 weeks. While 28.1 per cent of all persons aged 
between 15 and 19 had looked for work, only 1.2 per cent 
of all persons aged 60 and over had done so during the 
year. 


Some 4,098,400 persons did not participate in the labour 
force during the year, while a further 2,226,500 persons 
had been in the labour force for only part of the year 
ending February 1988. Of these 6,324,900 persons, 
females outnumbered males by almost two to one (65.5 
per cent to 34.5 per cent).

APPENDIX A 
GLOSSARY 


Average duration of time spent looking for work : 
obtained by dividing the aggregate number of weeks a 
group has been looking for work by the number of 
persons in that group. 


Job: 
(a) employment as a wage or salary earners (or 
unpaid family helper) by a particular employer, 
in a particular locality; or 


(b) self-employment (with or without employees) in 
a particular locality. 


Labour force : persons who were reported as having either 
worked or looked for work (as defined). 


Locality : in capital cities and major towns each suburb is 
considered to be a different locality. 


Looked for work : persons who were reported being out 
of work and looking for a job. 


Median duration of time spent looking for work : the 
duration which divides persons who looked for work into 
two equal groups, one comprising persons whose time 
spent looking for work during the year is above the 
median, and the other, persons whose time spent looking 
for work is below it. 


Not in labour force : persons who, during any week of the 
reference period, were reported as having neither worked 
or looked for work (as defined). 


Number of spells of looking for work during the year : the 
number of different periods, including the current period, 
during which persons were reported as having been out of 
work and looking for a job (as defined). 


Time in the labour force during the year : the total number 
of weeks persons were reported as having either worked 
or looked for work (as defined). 


Time not in the labour force during the year : the total 
number of weeks persons were reported as having neither 
worked nor looked for work (as defined). 


Time spent looking for work during the year : the total 
number of weeks persons were reported as being out of 
work and looking for a job (as defined). 


Time worked during the year : the total number of weeks 
persons were reported as having either worked or been on 
paid leave. Periods of one week or more on strike or time 
off without pay are not classified as work. 


Worked : persons who were reported as having either 
worked or been on paid leave. 


APPENDIX B 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of asupplementary 
survey run in association with the February 1988 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Ofthe respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked the 
length of time they worked, looked for work or were not 
in the labour force, the number of spells during which 
they looked for work and other aspects of labour force 
experience for the 52 weeks up to the end of the week 
before the interview. 


Scope 


3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described in 
fullin The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) except that 
it excluded visitors to private dwellings, students who 
were boarding at school, some patients in hospitals and 
sanatoriums and inmates of gaols, reformatories etc. 


4. In the tables, “All Persons”, refers to all persons 
within the scope of the survey. 


Coverage 


5. Inthe population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of labour force and demographic classifica- 
tions appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


7. Labour force experience characteristics relate to the 
52 weeks up to the end of the week before the interview. 
Unless otherwise stated, all other characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview. 


Results of the survey 


8. The estimates relate to persons covered by the 
survey in February 1988. Because of emigration, deaths, 
etc. not all persons with labour force experience during 
the period were covered. Labour force experience may 
relate to experience outside Australia. 


9. This publication contains only a summary of the 
results of the survey. A more detailed publication, Labour 
Force Experience, Australia (6206.0), will be released as 
soon as possible.

Comparability of series 


12. Itis impracticable to obtain information relating to 
a whole year which is strictly comparable with that 
obtained in the monthly labour force survey for which the 
reference period is one week. The definitions used in 
determining the labour force status of persons in the 
monthly survey depend on a detailed set of questions 
asked about a person’s labour force activity during the 
reference period. For the survey of labour force 
experience, a person is assigned to a labour force category 
for each of the weeks in the year on the basis of a more 
limited set of questions. It is for this reason that the terms 
worked and looked for work are used in this survey rather 
than the rigidly defined terms employed and unemployed 
used in the monthly labour force survey. 


Discontinuities in the series 


13. The estimates for surveys held from February 1983 
are not strictly comparable with those obtained from 
previous surveys. The reference period for the February 
1980 and prior surveys was the previous calendar year 
(e.g. | January to 31 December 1979). The reference 
period for the February 1981 and 1982 surveys was from 
the beginning of the previous February to the end of the 
week prior to interview. As interviews were conducted 
over the second and third week of February, the reference 
period could have extended to 54 weeks. From the 
February 1983 survey onwards the reference period has 


been the 52 weeks up to the end of the week before the 


interview. Due to the change in the reference period 
timing, some estimates, particularly those for groups who 
enter the labour force during the earlier months of the 
year (e.g. 15S to 19 year olds), will also be affected from the 
February 1981 survey onwards. 


14. Inthe February 1981 survey, persons who answered 
that they had been in their current job for a year or longer 
but who also reported having actually worked for less 
than the whole period were not counted as not in the 
labour force for the remainder of the period. In all other 
years these persons were counted as not in the labour 
force for that time. In consequence, the February 1981 
estimate of persons not in the labour force during all or 
part of the period is 512,300 persons (249,100 males and 
263,200 females) less than that which would have been 
obtained with the procedures used in other years. 


15. Estimates contained in this publication are based on 
a revised labour force questionnaire introduced in April 
1986. The definition of employment was expanded, 
resulting in small decreases in the estimates of unem- 
ployed persons and persons not in the labour force. 
Further information is contained in The Labour Force, 
Australia (6203.0) and in an information paper Question- 
naires used in the Labour Force Survey (6232.0). 


16. Classification of occupation according to the Aus- 
tralian Standard Classification of Occupations (ASCO) 
1986 was introduced in the August 1986 labour force 
survey, replacing the Classification and Classified List of 
Occupations (CCLO) used in previous surveys. The main 
difference between these classifications is that ASCO 
occupations are classified on the basis of the level and 
specialisation of skill required for the satisfactory perfor- 
mance of primary tasks. For a more detailed explanation 
of ASCO see the appendix to The Labour Force, 
Australia, August 1986 (6203.0). 


17. To provide a link between the two classifications, a 
matrix has been produced and is shown in Table 41 of The 
Labour Force, Australia, August 1986 (6203.0). It shows 
the relationship between ASCO and CCLO at the broadest 
classification level (the Major Group). The estimates in 
the matrix are based on a sub-sample of respondents to 
the May 1986 labour force survey. 


Survey sample redesign 


18. A redesigned and reselected Labour Force Survey 
(LFS) sample was phased in over the period September to 
December 1987. As a result, the standard errors used in 
this supplementary survey differ from those used in 
surveys of the same topic run prior to September 1987. 
For details, see Information Paper — Labour Force 
Survey — Sample Design (6269.0). 


Reliability of the estimates 


19. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants of asample 
of dwellings they may differ from those that 
would have been produced if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey. One measure of the 
likely difference is given by the standard error. 
More information about this topic (including 
methods of calculating approximate standard 
errors for percentages and differences) may be 
found in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 
A table of estimated standard errors for this 
survey follows these notes. Estimates with a 
standard error of more than about 25 per cent 
have not been shown in this publication, as the 
degree of sampling variability would seriously 
detract from the value of most reasonable uses. 
Although, in some cases, estimates for these 
small components can be derived by subtraction 
they should not be regarded as reliable. 


(b) non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in 
coding and processing data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sample. Every effort is made to 
reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive train- 
ing and supervision of interviewers and efficient 
operating procedures.
